(CBO) where interns play an #ntegral role in the organization’s work. CBO
provides Congress with analyses and estimates necessary for economic and budget
decisions. CBO interns participate in a variety of related activities such as preparing
cost estimates, analyses, and forecasts, researching policy, and analyzing issues
related to the budget and economic policy. Interns also have numerous
opportunities to attend seminars, lectures, and congressional hearings to learn the
ins and outs of life on the Hill. Through a CBO summer internship, you will
acquire knowledge and skills applicable to your future wherever it may lead.
